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CITY OF NORFOLK 








ORFOLK is one of 
the fastest growing 
and most rapidly 
developing cities in 
America to-day,’ 

and no city on the continent 
has a brighter future. With 
the completion of the Pan- 
ama canal, she is destined 
to become a second New 
York. 

Norfolk is one of the very 
best spots, judging from 
every point of view, to be 
found in the whole world. 
She is the most favored city 
on the Atlantic seaboard, 
south of New York, for 
multiple transportation con- 
nections. Norfolk has eight 
trunk lines of railroad and 
is the terminus of forty-two 
thousand miles of trackage, 
connecting with twenty-two 
steamship lines. It may be 
said that the water ship- 
ments from this point 





amount to over twenty 
million tons, being more 
than all other ports between 
Philadelphia and Mexico. 

Norfolk is the first coal port in the United 
States, second in the world, fourth cotton 
port in the South, the greatest peanut market 
on earth. Center of the greatest trucking 
belt in the world, the truck shipments amount- 
ing to more than twelve million dollars annu- 
ally. Ninety per cent. of the world’s supply 
of kale and spinach is grown near the city. 
Norfolk oysters are among the finest in the 
world, which are shipped everywhere. Over 
ten million quarts of strawberries are shipped 
annually. 

The location of Norfolk is ideal for a manu- 
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facturing and wholesale center. The city has 
many wholesale houses, while over three 
hundred manufacturing concerns are already 
established and working successfully. 

The illustrations in this publication will give 
the reader a fair idea of the greatness of the city. 

Those who have not visited Norfolk during 
the past decade will not recognize the scenes 
and become amazed at the wonderful progress 
that has been achieved. Norfolk js indeed a 
wonderfully busy city. Aside from business, 
Norfolk is a great watering place, there being 
seven splendidly developed seaside resorts near- 
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by, visited annually by 500,000 people. 

The population of Norfolk has about doubled 
within the past ten years, and included in what 
is generally termed as the ‘‘Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth District,” there is a combined popula- 
tion of over two hundred thousand people. 
Norfolk has fourteen solid and substantial 
bahks, thirty-six public school buildings, sev- 
enty-seven churches, and two hundred miles of 
street railway. 

Among the naval rendezvous of the world, 
Hampton Roads is regarded as the most beau- 
tiful. Picturesque from every standpoint it is 





capable of harboring the 
allied fleets of the world 
powers, and it has ever 
been a favorite anchorage 
for the vessels of the United 
States Navy. 

On the north, Fortress 
Monroe, most imposing of 
the nation’s defenses; on the 
south, Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth, teeming cities, filled 
with bustling activity. It 
was on this broad expanse 
of water that occurred the 
memorable naval combat be- 
tween the ‘Monitor’? and 
the ‘‘Merrimac”’ that chang- 
ed the naval construction of 
the world; and here also the 
first screw-propeller steamer 
revolutionizing navigation, 
was used, 

At Portsmouth is the Navy 
Yard, with its immense dry- 
docks, fine parade ground, 
magnificent machine works 
and beautiful park. Every 
war in which the United 
States has engaged is repre- 
sented in the yard by some 
interesting relic. Another 
Government institution at Portsmouth is the 
Marine Hospital, situated in a beautiful grove 
at the focus of a peninsula projecting into the 
river, The building is handsome, and with its 
wooded setting, forms a striking picture from 
the river. 

Sewell’s Point was the site of the Jamestown 
Exposition. The Point was also the scene of 
the first engagement, on Virginia soil, in the 
war between the States—a skirmish between 
the “Monticello,” a Union gun-boat, and a 
shore battery composed of the Norfolk Light 
Artillery Blues. 


Between Sewell’s Point and Fortress Monroe 
the Government, more than seventy-five years 
ago, began the construction of a fortification— 
Fort Wool, popularly termed ‘‘Rip Raps.’’ It 
has been recently completed and equipped with 
modern guns and machinery of war. 

Cape Henry is the point where the English 
colonists first landed upon American soil, and 
where the visitor may observe one of the great- 
est natural curiosities in the United States. 
The winds and tides of centuries have hurled 
back the sand from the shore, forming it into 
hillocks 200 feet in height and several miles in 
length. From the apex of these sand-hills one 
may gaze down upon the tops of the highest 
trees growing on the marsh that ends at these 
sand-dunes. 

Of the two lighthouses at the Cape, the one 
built in 1791 is still serviceable, but not lofty 
enough to subserve present-day purposes. 
The new one, completed in 1879, stands 172 
feet high and casts its beams far out tosea. A 
wireless station is located at Cape Henry. 

Further down the coast is Virginia Beach, 
the famous seaside resort. Here the beach is 
wide and hard, and the spot is celebrated the 
length of the Atlantic Coast for its surf bathing. 

Ocean View is another very famous and popu- 








lar resort, and sometimes spoken of as the 
“Atlantic City’’ of the South. 

Overlooking the lower Chesapeake Bay, and 
commanding a magnificent position at the en- 
trance to the broad Hampton Roads, is located 
that important coast defense, Fortress Monroe. 

The National Capital, all of that territory 
contiguous to Chesapeake Bay, the cities bor- 
dering upon Hampton Roads, and the Norfolk 
Navy Yard are under the protection of this 
formidable fortification, equipped with the 
most modern armament. 

Plans are on foot for the construction of an 
even greater Coast Defense at the entrance to 
Chesapeake Bay, for, in the words of President 
Taft, ‘‘The Government realizes the increasing 
necessity for the protection of these waters and 
surroundings in times of war.”’ 

The business streets of Norfolk, particularly 
the retail district, would be a credit to a city 
three times Norfolk’s size. 

Better street illumination cannot be found. 
Over two miles of a ‘Great White-way’’ causes 
this section to be the promenade for thousands 
of visitors nightly. 

Visitors marvel at the progressiveness, at- 
tractiveness, and prosperity of the retail stores, 
but when consideration is given to the fact that 
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Norfolk is the retail trading center of an area 
with a population of over a million people 
within a radius of seventy-five miles, no expla- 
nation of the condition is necessary. 

Norfolk’s educational facilities compare fav- 
orably with those of any city of its size in the 
country. The public school system ranks with 
the best in Virginia, and, in point of progress 
and development, it is well in the lead. No 
city has made greater strides along the line of 
public education than has Norfolk in the past 
ten years. 

Every denomination is represented among 
Norfolk’s many churches. The residential sec- 
tion is dotted with new and modern sacred edi- 
fices, and those that are to be found in the busi- 
ness district, or ‘Old Norfolk,’’ are associated 
with Revolutionary history—St. Paul’s, in the 
quaint little church yard, surrounded by the 
hustle and bustle of a busy city, to this day has 
embedded in its walls a cannon-ball fired by 
Lord Dunmore in 1776. 

The Naval Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion—Norfolk Branch—opened its new, hand- 
some and commodious building, costing $325,- 
000.00, in January, 1909. It is interested in 
the welfare of the men who compose the United 
States Navy and Marine Corps, and does a 
wonderful work in strengthening the men of 
the service.
